2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record has failed to suggest either single or in combination a lumber support structure 
with side rails crossing in an X-shape to attach to each other. 
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3. Goodman (US Patent 3145987) teaches a support structure having side rails (14 
and 12) with X-shaped supports extending therebetween, but the X-shaped supports 
are not extensions off the side rails, nor do they extend between the same side rails as 
the transverse wires (16). Kris (US Patent 2273273) discloses a support structure with 
X-shaped cross members, but fails to suggest transverse wires with different bending 
stiffness than the X-shaped cross members.
